Most of the concepts expressed 
by the U.S. President were not new. 
They have come up in various ways 
in past pronouncements by western 
political and military leaders. But 
they were put in a form and delivered 
with directness that gives them add- 
ed emphasis. They opened new hori- 
zons in certain directions and set 
limits in others. They contained 
nothing to which a nation sincerely 
concerned with the preservation. of 
world peace could object. But they 
called for a measure of international 
co-operation. and good will which 
may put their practical realization 
many years in the future.

The Addict’s Problem Remains 


HE RCMP’s SWEEPING 

round-up of illegal drug peddlers 
and traffickers in Vancouver strikes 
a critical blow at one of the most 
vicious parts of the narcotics evil. 
These are individuals who, for com- 
mercial gain, carry on their black- 
market operations at an untold cost 
in human suffering and degradation. 


It remains now for the law to 
take its course against them. Convic- 
tion and sentence will not, however, 
solve the whole problem. All persons 
and interests engaged in making 
money from the illegal trade have 
still to be brought under contro! and 
the addict himself must be consid- 
ered. 


Few authorities hold much hope 
for the cure of most addicts. Some 
have been weaned from their drug, 
but. the instances of success in treat- 
ment are discouragingly few. 


Under existing legislation the 
majority of addicts turn to vice or 
crime to finance their purchase of 
drugs. They have to because the 
prices charged for illegal supplies are 
prohibitive. 


Among addicts, it- should be 
noted, are a large number of crim- 
inals. Some of them would be crim- 
inals with or without addiction. 
Others enter crime as the victims 
of drugs, crimes they feel they must 


commit in order to raise quick cash 
to pay the peddler. 

In recent years experts have con- 
sidered the latter category more as 
sufferers from a disease than as | 
willful law-breakers. If they are to 
be viewed as patients—and that 
seems the reasonable attitude to take 
toward them—then some form of 
treatment not now available must be 
found for them. 

The practical suggestion has been 
advanced that such individuals 
should be permitted to obtain, 
through prescription, a minimum 
supply to meet their needs at prices 
no greater than those charged for | 
the legitimate sale of drugs. The 
charge would then be negligible. An 
addict could meet his needs without 
resorting to crime and, according to 
some authorities on the matter, could 
lead a reasonably normal life, work- 
ing at a job like a non-addict, and 
freed of the constant fear of not 
earning enough legitimately to buy 
his dosage. 

By striking effectively at the 
peddier and trafficker, the RCMP 
has removed from circulation people | 
who profit by recruiting more vic-7 
tims to addiction. The police action 
is a highly commendable step. 

But the addict still needs treat- 
ment. That appears to depend on en- 
lightened legislation for which there 
is growing public support. 


No Provincial Lotteries 


E CANADIAN PRESS RE-

You may need to leave 
the cream ‘on for several days before 
removing, but there is absolutely no risk 
of damaging the painting.

A Deadly Danger

With Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy appar 
ently riding higher than ever, it is 
time to have a good, hard, realistic look 
at his real political strength and future 
political prospects. The 
shrewdest and most 
experienced observers 
on Capita! Hill, includ 
ing members of both 
parties, all make much 
the same points when 
they are asked to take 
such a look at Mc- 
Carthy. Their conclu 
sions, which will not 
please those who like 
Joseph to think that McCarthy 
is a minor and transitory phenomenon 
may be listed as follows 
ONE. It is almost universally agreed 
that McCarthy’s objective is the Presi 
dency, and nothing less. It is also agreed 
that the Republican party.as now con 
stituted will never give him its Presiden 
tial nomination. The two-party mach 
inery, indeed, tends to squeeze out the 
extremists—witness the fate of Henry 
Wallace, when he went over to the ex 
treme left 


NO COMPUNCTION 


But McCarthy will have no com 
punction at all about .wrecking the Re 
publican party, if this seems to serve his 
purposes. His contempt for his own party 
was amply demonstrated during the 
battle over the confirmation of Charles 
E. Bohlen as ambassador to the Soviet 
Union. He then implied clearly that the 
Republican secretary of state was a liar 
He arrogantly defied both the Senate 
Republican leader and the chairman of 
the Republican policy committee, And 
at least by implication, he also attacked 
the Republican President 

TWO. Powerfyl McCarthy backers 
notably Col. Robert R. McCormick of 
the Chicago Tribune, have already pro 
claimed the death of the Republican 
party, and called for a new party. Bar- 
ring the most unlikely chance of captur 
ing the Republican party, it is pre- 
sumably McCarthy’s intention is to ride to 
power with such a new party as his 
vehicle. 


CERTAIN ASSETS 


THREE. McCarthy has 
great assets. For the first time in mod- 
ern American political history, he has 
succeeded in uniting behind him the 
whole assortment of small, proto-Fascist 
extremist groups, These have existed 
for a long time, but despite their attempts 
to..poisan. the political atmosphere, they 
have heretofore. been hardly moré thari 
a nuisance. Now they are all together 
in one movement, which can exercise a 
balance of power in key areas.

in facts. The endless exposure of Me- 
Carthy’s endless untruths do not affect 
them. Nor do such devastating documents 
as the recent Senate report on Me- 
Carthy’s financial and other activities. 
This fanatical support is a vital asset 
to a man of McCarthy's ambitions. 

FOUR. There is no way to stop or 
McCarthy. His opportunities to 
in the news are unlimited. He is 
now, for example, considering “moving 
in” on the Central Intelligence Agency, 
and there are plenty of other opportuni- 
ties if this does not work out. More- 
over, an attempt by the Senate Republt- 
can leadership to isolate McCarthy in the 
Senate would be futile. :

USES SENATE 


It does. not really matter whether Mc- 
Carthy isolated or not, as long as 
can use the Senate as a platform. 
And in any case, an attempt to isolate 
McCarthy is extremely unlikely, since 
many Senators have compromised 
with McCarthyism in the past. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, and only President 
Eisenhower, could cut really seriously 
into McCarthy's political power. But as 
time goes on, this will become more and 
more difficult 

FIVE. Can McCarthy reach the White 
House”?

Canada Plans. 
Body Armor 


OTTAWA (CP) Defense 
Minister Claxton said Thursday 
night in the Commons that 
Canada is developing its own 
lightweight body armor. 


He said this armor will have 
comparable bullet-stopping 
power to American equipment 
now being used by Canadians 
in Korea, but that it will con 
tain’ improvements “in some 
other characteristics.” 

Mr. Claxton also said during 
the defensé debate that anti- 
tank units are “likely” ta be 
eliminated as such from the 
army 

He said Britain, 
States and Canada have been 
considering the role of anti 
tank units but that it had not 
yet been decided whether they 
woyld be linked with artillery 
or armored groups. 

He explained the reason for 
such a move would be that 
tanks themselves, with heavier 
and more powerful guns, can 
be used as anti-tank weapons.

Queried By MP 


Says Many Escape

OTTAWA (CP)—F. D. Shaw 
(SC;~-Red- Deer) said in the 
|Commons criminal law commit- 
}tee Thursday that many per- 
|jsons escape charges of driving 
while intoxicated because the 
Criminal Code provides a less 
serious charge of driving while 
impaired. 

Mr. said he wonders 
why the terms “driving while 
intoxicated” and “driving while 
impaired” are not defined in the 
Criminal Code. Without a defi- 
nition. it would be difficult to 
decide which charge to make.

The question was raised dur- 
ing discussion of sections 222 
and 223 of a proposed consolida- 
tion of Criminal Code. Penalties 
for drunk driving range from 
seven days to three months for 
first ‘offense_and one month to 
one year for second offenses.

Justice Minister Garson said 
the “impaired driving” charge 
is a fairly recent addition to the 
code. .It had been framed be- 
cause the more serious “drunk 
driving” charge was considered 
too difficult to_enforce. 

Representations had been 
made that a greater degree of 
law enforcement and law ob 
servance would be obtained by 
providing a lesser offense and

“I am the highest paid man in 
the woods outside of company 
men and contract workers, re- 
ceiving $16.60 for eight hours 
work. For my $16.60 I spend 
much of my time standing in 
spurs and a safety belt from 
120 to 160 feet in the air at the 
top of a spar tree either topping 
the tree, hanging the rigging, 
or stripping the rigging from 
the tree. 

“It. cost my company thou 
sands of dollars for every day 
that my ‘side’ does not produce, 
so it is up to me to do a fast 
job but do it securely so no one 
is hurt either while rigging up 
or logging later 

“It takes years of experience 
to learn my job. My expenses 
are heavy, because this work 
is very hard on clothing, and 
good clothing that will permit 
me to work comfortably in al 


kinds of weather is not cheap. | 


My work also is dangerous, be- 
cause one false move means I 
fall 

“If I am lucky I work nine 
months of the year. My pay 
works out to $2.07% per hour. 
Carpenters earn $2.10, printers 
make more than $2.30, and 
plumbers. earn from $2.00 to 
$2.10 and higher. I believe my 
request for a 15-cent increase is 
justified.”

“I would like to be able to 
double the wages of every man 
working for me, but the hard 
fact is that my production per 
man is constantly decreasing 
and the price of my »roduct is 
rising to the point where it is 
difficult to sell off this con- 
tinent. 

EXPENSE TERRIFIC 

“The expenses in this busi 
ness are terrific, and the money 
I make goes out in buying new 
equipment. Certainly I make a 
profit. I have to if ['m going 
to keep my company efficient, 
and I'm afraid that after 30 
years I'll find myself with a 
vacant lot full of worn out ma- 
chinery and that’s about all 

“Also, I have to make money 
as protection against tne losses 
that are liable to hit me any 
day. You can take a fast and 
furious shellacking in tnis busi- 
ness like no other I know, if 
things go wrong and streaks of 
bad luck-overlap. I've seen the 
most experienced loggers and 
business men lose noney 60 
fast it makes your head spin 

“Meanwhile, I'm having a 
hard time making ends meet 
with wages and working conidi- 
tions the way they are. A 
change won't do me or .ce men 
any good. If my company dues 
not make money, then. there is 
no justification in keeping it 
running.” 


YIELD UP 


The union might dispute the 
statement that production per 
logger is decreasing in spite of 
the excellent machinery and 
other equipment now available. 
Although the per-man produc 
tion is down, yield per acre is 


up because operators 
cleaner than ever before. The 
old days of taking the cream 
and leaving the skim milk are 
gone, since the union, the oper- 
ator himself, and the general 
public demand that full utiliza 
tion be made of forest wealth 

Men in the union will also 
state that improved techniques 
that extract more and more 
lumber from the logs reaching 
the mills more than offset the 
decreased per man production 
in the woods. 

Some of the most inflexible 
union men are not ashamed 
to state their pride in the fine, 
modern mills of the province. 
Oddly enough, some of these 
same men will give an excellent 
explanation of why lumber 
costs are as high as they are 
today—just as good and fair an 
explanation as the operator 
himself. 

COSTS RISING 

Costs may continue to rise, 
and prices may keep falling, 
and people who know expect 
that some will be hurt in the 
process. The experts feel that 
the marginal producers will go, 
while the stable, efficiently. 
operated firms will continue to 
meet their payrolls and show 
a profit despite “hard times.” 

One up-JIsland operator who 
has his own timber and saw 
mill sums up his individual case 
as follows: 

“We made money during the 
depression, and know how to do 
it again. A lot of fellows who 
went up with the boom have 
gone bust in the bubble, but 
we're ready for a cutback and 
will be able to carry on. We're 
not afraid of the future.”
